The assistance of the International Brother­ 
hood of Operative Potters in developing t h e 
East Liverpool Kent State University Academic 
Center is not fully known to the residents of 
the area. 
The IBOP has provided the W. 6th St. build­ 
ing for a token $1 a year to the Center for 
classes and offices ever since it was opened 
in 1965. 
The union also has footed the bills for lighting 
and heat, moved tile meeting places of its var­ 
ious locals around to accomodate Kent’s needs, 
and helped in many other ways, including aid 
in pubishing the student paper. 


Jack Urchek, Center director, at an advisory 
board session this week paid tribute to the 
union’s role in furthering the Kent growth in 
East Liverpool, citing the willingness of E. L. 
Wheatley and his IBOP staff to do whatever 
was needed. 
Wheatley commented he had never received 
one complaint from 
union members about 
the use of the building by Kent or of some of 
the inconvenience caused. He added there has 
never been any misuse or damage to the build­ 
ing by the students, 


Wheatley went on to explain how the union 
members recognized the value of the Center in 
helping to educate the young people of the pot­ 
ters and others in the community. 
Urchek reported the Center has recently been 


painted — at the union’s expense — and wryly 
said he had told university authorities he had 
been involved in “ negotiations” with a union 
and for the first time had walked away with 
“three points.” 
The unhesitating support of *ne union and 
many other organizations and individuals in the 
district is commendable; it reflects a natural 
generosity toward any educational opportunity 
for youth, and it reveals an awareness of the 
tremendous benefit the Center can be culturally 
and economically to the community. 
Wth the transfer of the Center to the high 
school, and expansion of its programs, more 
assistance will be required for the Center. The 
record of help and cooperation of the past three 
years, guided by Frank A. Dawson, promises 
great things for KSU here in the years to come.

Cuban Money Given To Back Riots 


WASHINGTON — Confidential word has been 
passed on to President Johnson not to commit 
himself to the theory that there has been no 
plot to whip up bloody, flame-fllled riots in 
some 70 major cities during 
the past three years. 
This message, which came 
from 
several 
knowledgeable 
members of the President’s 
11-man Commission on Civil 
Disorders, also warned of a 
conspiracy to stir street ac­ 
tion in June and make this 
coming summer the longest 
and hottest of all. 
All this will not be found in 
Victor Riesel 
the commission’s formal report which it ex­ 
pects to release in mid-February after a series 
of windup meetings Jan 9 to ll in the still 
nameless new executive office building a block 
from the White House But the private warning 
nonetheless is grim, anf flafly contradicts the 
FBI’s finding that there was no conspiracy be­ 
hind the riots. 
The White House was told that some commis­ 
sion members believe that considerable money 
has passed from Castro’s coffers In Havana to 
tiny direct action cells in scores of cities. 
At tile inner gut of the loose melange of riot- 
inciting cells, it was said, is a network of small 
Peking-oriented “parties” and “movements.” 


Great effort has been made by the commis­ 
sion members, in sharp, clear and concise lan­ 
guage, to point out that scores of riots burst out 
spontaneously and were exploited bv the direct 
actionists — and that the vast bulk of the Negro 
communities abhor them as much as the white 
population. 
Tn its final and formal report to the Presi­ 
dent, the commission will reinforce the theory 
that only the immediate employment of at least 
500.000 young Negroes can prevent further en­ 
demic and spontaneous disturbances throughout 
the land during the next few summers. 


THE COMMISSION especially will point to 
three cities — Detroit, Newark and Cincinnati, 
in that order — as urban concentrations which 
need immediate help. 
The commission bases this on the personal 
survey of eight cities by its members who went 
in groups of five or more, including I. W. Abel, 
president of the United Steel Workers, as la­ 
bor’s representative. Some 23 cities were exam­ 
ined in depth by survey teams selected from 
some 30 staff members. 
While they hit hard at the sociological roots 
of the riots, they found much the same grim 
economic causes, organized provocation and ex­ 
ploitation of “incidents” and riots as did the in­ 
vestigators dispatched by Sen. McClellan’s Per­ 
manent Investigative Subcommittee of the Com­ 
mittee on Government Operations. 
There is ample, awesome evidence of tiny 


groups plotting to kill police en masse in Phila­ 
delphia and New York. There is evidence of 
arms 
stockpiling, 
manuals 
for 
improvising 
arms and assembly-line production of Molotov 
cocktails. 
There is documentation of conspiracies bv 
wild neo-leftists who consider even the Ameri­ 
can Communist Party “ bourgeois,” revisionist 
and part of the status quo. 
In all there are some 500 to 600 tiny cells in 
scores of cities ranging from New York to Los 
Angeles’ Watts For the most part they are not 
linked to a national organization. “They float in 
the murky slums like loose political meteors 
seeking some strong gravitational pull from a 
strong leader to mass them together,” accord­ 
ing to one of McClellan’s aides. 
And there are those who try to weld them 
into one movement Some are like the Revolu­ 
tionary Action Movement, active in New York, 
Philadelphia, Detroit, and Cincinnati, but not 
much farther west It is strictly Peking-Orient­ 
ed There are the Black Guard organization, 
and the “Communist Party. USA. Marxist -Len­ 
inist,” a Maoist operation which splintered 
from the traditional Moscow-line U.S. Commu­ 
nist Party. 


MOST ACTIVE and most successful is the ap­ 
parently well-financed Progressive Labor Par­ 
ty. It does not lack for publications; it has a 
newspaper and a thick magazine. 


Its leader. William Epton. is making the 
rounds of universities and even some churches. 
He has been observed in upstate New York. His 
colleagues, according to unimpeachable observ­ 
ers. are active in the big Boston think center 
where they have infiltrated new left campus or­ 
ganizations. 


The Progressive Labor Party is Maoist. Its 
leaders are the original direct actionists of this 
era. If any force has a chance to coalesce the 
swirling cells, the PLP is it. 
They are all difficult to fight unless the 
younger Negro finds job openings. This is the 
great 
concern 
of such 
moderates 
as the 
NAACP’s Roy Wilkins and the Urban League s 
Whitney Young. 
They have been pounding at some unions in 
the big labor federation to open its ranks and 
have been cooperating with such corporations 
as the Ford Motor Co. and General Electric in 
special and unpublicized projects to train the 
Negro youngsters. 


But ifs a tough — and rough — race against 
the kind of guerrilla movement this nation has 
never seen before. It takes only a handful of 
rumormongers, fire bomb throwers, rooftop ri­ 
fle squads, and mimeograph operators to turn 
an incident into a riot which runs in shifts. 


Then the black and white communities are al­ 
ienated from each other and reconciliation must 
start all over again amid the charred buildings 
and rubble-strewn streets.

Congress’ Child 


Lots of things have been said or written about 
Lyndon Johnson and the kind of president he is 
and undoubtedly public opinion will be affected 
to some extent in the election year 1968 by the 
“ image” of the chief executive portrayed by 
the Dress and TV commentators. 
There is one thing about Mr. Johnson in the 
White House which has not been presented ob­ 
jectively to the public. He must be appraised In 
relation to the background of his career prior to 
becoming vice president. 
He is the first man in this century to reach 
the White House after having spent 24 vears in 
Congress—12 consecutive years in the House of 
Representatives. 12 in the U.S. Senate. 
During six of those latter years, he was ma­ 
jority leader of the Senate and dealt constantly 
on legislative matters with a president from the 
opposite political party. 


THIS UNIQUE experience had an influence in 
shaping Mr. Johnson’s tactics when, as presi­ 
dent, he was confronted with deep divisions in 
both parties 
Mr. Johnson's political strategy In the presi­ 
dency is much like that which legislative lead­ 
ers in Congress have from time to time found It 
expedient to practice in trying to reconcile 
differences of opinion not only inside but out­ 
side their party. 
The customary method is to endeavor to com­ 
promise, or find some common denominator in 
which there can be agreement. Highly contro­ 
versial sections of proposed laws are left for fa­ 
vorable action at a later time. 
Lyndon Johnson’s tenure in the presidency 
has often been marked bv attempts to follow a 
“consensus”—an effort to do what the people 
generally would like at Hie moment rather than 
what may prove best for the country in the long 
run. 
The politician is more inclined to think of 
public opinion in the few months ahead as elec­ 
tion day approaches. 
As for the “credibility gap” which critic* 
have talked about, there really isn’t much 
difference in the disclosure or withholding of in­ 
formation than has been noted in other adminis­ 
trations. The tendency of high officials is to 
give news to the public when there Is a com­ 
pleted act or a definite step taken, rather than 
to tell the press each day in piecemeal fashion 
the details of any incomplete discussion or ne­ 
gotiation. No administration should be held re­ 
sponsible for leaks, misinterpretations or anon­ 
ymous comments. 
In international affairs, particularly, when 
delicate matters are being handled through em­ 
bassies and legations abroad, or when foreign 
ambassadors convey to the State Department in 
Washington some confidential data, it is diffi­ 
cult—and actually at times unwise—for a presi­ 
dent to give out the whole story without waiting 
for a decision to be reached Premature publici­ 
ty could have adverse psychologial effects in 
other countries at a critical stage of negotia­ 
tions. 


MR. JOHNSON is an unusual president tn 
some respects. He has had to become involved 
In more policies, programs and projects than 
his predecessors had to tackle This is due to 
the complexity of American life resulting from 
a rapidly expanding population 
So Mr Johnson’s approach is inevitably polit­ 
ical. This is something which is not likely to 
change under the existing presidential system, 
especially since all the members of the House 
of Representatives and a third of the Senate 
have to he elected every two years 
Mr Johnson is often refereed to as a master 
politician, but craftiness is not easy to abolish 
when dealing with 535 politicians in Congress 
who have the power to pass the laws and fur­ 
nish the funds that a president needs in order 
to perform his duties. 
Lyndon Johnson is the natural product of a 
Congressional environment.

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Medicare And Social Security-No. 3 
Race With Cost Of Living

WASHINGTON (NEA) - Ev­ 
ery time the S o c i a l Security 
system is altered to widen its 
coverage, increase benefits and 
raise taxes to pay the cost, 
the question inevitably is heard: 
“How long can this go on?” 
This time out, there were ser­ 
iously offered but finally defeat­ 
ed proposals to lift the earnings 
base not moderately from $6,600 
to $7,800 as was done, but to 
$10,800. 
The approved final new tax 
rate for those not seli-employed 
is set at 5.9 per cent, to take 
effect in 1987, But there was 
talk that the rate might have 
to be hoisted higher by that 
time or earlier — possibly to 
IO per cent. 


FOR A considerable number checks go up an average of 13 
of working Americans, the So- per 
cent 
f o r 
beneficiaries. 
cial Security tax is the only 
federal levy they pay outside of 
gasoline taxes and various ex­ 
cises. Their annual iincomes are 
too low to compel them to pay 
federal income taxes. 
Should the Social Security tax 
finally reach IO per cent or 
more, it will become a large 
factor in their financial lives. 
At the same time, the Amer­ 
ican citizenry seems to be de­ 
manding more and more from 
the Social Security system. Ben­ 
efits are going to be higher. 
From a few years back, hos­ 
pital insurance and related pro­ 
tection under Medicare has been 
included — and with the 1967 
law this is somewhat enlarged 
and improved. 
The system is in a constant 
race with the rising cost of liv­ 
ing Since the new benefit lev­ 
els taking effect with March 2 


temporarily this puts the system 
ahead in the inflation game. 
Living costs have risen just un­ 
der 8 per cent since January. 
1965, the last time higher bene­ 
fits were voted. 
But Social Security special­ 
ists and economists do not imag­ 
ine this advantage will l a s t 
long. Price rises can be expect­ 
ed to eat fairly quickly into the 
extra benefit cushion. 


NO EXPERT in the f i e l d 
dares guess when the moment 
of truth will come — when tax- 
paying workers will resist high­ 
er Social Security tax rates de­ 
manded to pay for still higher 
benefits, tied perhaps to steady- 
cost of living rises (sometimes 
talked of now).

guing today that the system 
henceforth should break away 
from crucial dependence on the 
insurance principle 
with con­ 
tributions by employe and em­ 
ployer — and turn to the gen­ 
eral United States treasury to 
finance further advances. 
The U. S. Senate’s largely - 
squelched more liberal version 
of the 1967 benefit-inerease pro­ 
posals did not seem, in the view 
of more conservative congres­ 
sional types, to face up to the 
financing problem. 
But Kennedy brought the is­ 
sue into the open. And he evi­ 
dently had some c o m p a n y 
among some 
students of the 
present system who think Amer­ 
ica is now sufficiently affluent 
to lay a heavy part of the So­ 
cial Security burden directly on 
the treasury. 


YET IT should be u n d e r ­ 
stood we are talking about big 
money. Even the Senate’s less- 
than-drastic proposals for high­ 
er cash benefits and a more lib­ 
eral ‘“retirement test” ( t h e 
amount a man can earn and 
still get full retirement bene­ 
fits) would have cost nearly $3 
billion in the immediate future 
and much more later. 
Plainly the insurance princi­ 
ple partly supporting the pro­ 
gram will he clung to for a good 
many years to come. But the 
pressure to break loose from it 
will inevitably mount as de­ 
mands upon Social Security rise 
and the taxpayer’s Social Se­ 
curity tax dollar looks frailer 
and frailer as a chief support.

Handled In 1967 
At County's Jail 
V 
LISBON — The Columbiana 
County Jail at Lisbon handled 
1.398 prisoners in 1967, compar­ 
ed with 1,371 in 1966, and aver­ 
aged 38 prisoners per day. 
Sheriff Russell J. Van Fossan 
said 152 of the prisoners were 
juveniles. The prisoners served 
a total of 13.964 days. 
Jail cooks served 41.892 meals 
at an average cost of 40.7 cents

DEAR H E L O I SE: I have 
been knee-deep in the restora­ 
tion of old s c r a p b o o k s . I 
learned that old, yellowed news­ 
paper clippings can be bleached 
white again by soaking them in 
a household bleach and water 
solution and t h e n rinsing in 
clear water afterwards. 
The amount of bleach is op­ 
tional. I used about one cup to 
almost a gallon of warm water 
and the clippings bleached (de 
pending on the degree of age 
and yellowness) in about ten to 
fifteen minutes. 
After it’s rinsed, and while it’s 
wet, spread the clipping on a 
flat surface to dry and you will 
think it is brand new! 
In my own case, I am ap­ 
plying the various clear films 
which come in a spray can and 
preserving the clippings indefi­ 
nitely to prevent the yellowing 
MXI decay. 
Incidentally, this soaking also 
removed all of the old paste 
and scrapbook paper which had 
adhered to the back of th e 
clippings when removing them 
from the pages of the scrap­ 
book.

I tried bleaching yellowed 
c l i p p i n g s as old as nine 
years. When testing, I tore 
each clipping In halt and only 
bleached one part of it. The 
bleached clipping came out 
white as snow, the print did 
NOT smear and it looks like 
new again. 
Now, for those who try this, 
let me give you a few tips. 
First and foremost, do not 
put more than one clipping at 
a time in the bleach water. I 
tried three at once and it just 
doesn't work. The clippings 
stick together and will not 
turn white where they touch 
each other. 
So put in just one at a time. 


On very yellow papers, I used 
one cup of bleach to three 
cora of water. (Be sure to 
test a piece before you do the 
whole clipping.) 
The next secret is, as soon 
as you take your old clipping 
out of the bleach water solu­ 
tion, rinse it under the faucet. 
Or dip it in another pan of 
plain water. Then “slap” it 
on the door of your stove or 
refrigerator and smooth it out 
with your hand. 
When it dries, it will fall 
off! Absolutely beautiful. 
And our thanks no end to 
our precious Mary. It’s so 
nice to have those old wed­ 
ding clippings and birth an­ 
nouncements white again.

ANSWER: Many primitive people believed in witches and 
demons.

Perhaps the most horrifying demon was the vampire, who 
was supposed to be the restless ghost of some dead person 
who would come out of a grave at night and suck blood 
from someone who was living. Today we realize that such 
notions were as untrue as those of vicious old witches 
whipping around the night sky on broomsticks. There is, 
however, a real vampire of the animal world, who actually 
does fly out at night and suck blood from living animals. 
This is the vampire bat of the tropical parts of America. 
This is, of course, not a ghost or demon but a little animal 
who has developed blood-sucking habits in order to keep 
alive. But its face (lower right) has such a vicious look 
that we can understand how some of the old superstitions 
may have arisen. Other kinds of bats are not harmful like 
the vampire. Most are useful to man since they devour such 
quantities of insects.
